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COVER  STORY 


Gordian  II  Emperor  for  Twenty  Two  Days 

Our  cover  this  month  shows  a  rare  sestertius  of  Gordian  II  for  sale  at  No  C  505  in  this 
month's  Roman  list.  He  and  his  father,  known  as  Gordian  I,  were  raised  to  the  purple 
in  the  spring  of  238  A.D.  during  an  African  uprising  against  Maximinus.  Their  joint 
reign  lasted  only  twenty  two  days. 

The  revolt  of  the  Gordiani  was  part  of  a  long  struggle  between  the  Senate  and  the 
army  for  imperial  influence.  This  had  existed  even  before  the  Empire  began  when  late 
Republican  generals  such  as  Sulla,  Pompey  and  Caesar,  found  that  political  supremacy 
was  to  be  had  as  much  through  military  power  as  through  political  skill.  Septimus 
Severus’  death  bed  advice  to  his  sons  was  ‘do  not  disagree  with  each  other,  enrich  the 
soldiers,  despise  everyone  else’.  Despite  this,  Alexander,  the  last  member  of  the 
Severan  dynasty  managed  to  rule  for  thirteen  years  in  reasonable  accord  with  the 
Senate  until  his  murder  by  the  army  in  238  A.D. 

His  military  replacement  was  Maximinus,  a  Thracian  Knight  who  had  risen  from 
near  peasant  origins  to  become  an  important  and  popular  army  figure.  It  was  clear 
from  the  start  that  his  interests  both  as  a  knight  and  as  a  military-backed  leader  were 
opposed  to  those  of  the  Senate.  An  early  plot  in  which  Senators  were  implicated 
dissuaded  him  from  coming  to  Rome  (which  in  fact  he  never  did).  He  made  his  base  at 
Sirmium  and  preferred  to  spend  his  time  campaigning  in  northern  Germany. 

To  keep  his  position,  he  knew  he  must  keep  the  troops  happy,  and  the  way  to  do  this 
was  to  keep  them  active  and  to  pay  them  well.  This  was  expensive  and  heightened  the 
tension  between  Emperor  and  Senate.  Not  only  was  he  denying  them  the  voice  in 
government  they  thought  they  deserved,  but  his  financial  officials  were  making  ruthless 
claims  against  the  great  estates  of  the  empire,  many  of  which  were  owned  by  senators 
or  their  patrons. 

Africa  contained  some  of  the  wealthiest  of  Roman  estates  and  it  was  their 
landowning  gentry  that  organised  the  first  challenge  to  Maximinus  just  three  years  into 
his  reign.  Around  the  22nd.  of  March  235  A.D.  they  declared  their  proconsul  M. 
Antonius  Gordianus,  Emperor.  Despite  being  over  80  years  of  age,  this  career 
diplomat  who  claimed  descent  from  Trajan,  legendary  “Best  of  Emperors”,  seemed 
ideal  to  the  Senatorial  party.  It  is  calculated  that  news  of  the  revolt  reached  Rome  on 
about  April  1st.  Wild  rejoicing  was  followed  by  a  moment  of  unusual  solidarity  and 
decisiveness  from  the  Senate.  The  Gordiani  were  officially  recognised  as  joint 
Emperors.  Maximinus  was  declared  a  public  enemy  and  a  board  of  twenty  generals 
was  formed  to  defend  Italy  form  any  invading  army  he  might  send.  This  board  of 
twenty,  formed  in  support  of  the  Gordiani  did,  eventually,  bring  about  the  downfall  of 
Maximinus,  but  by  that  time  the  two  Emperors  were  dead. 

Yes,  two  Emperors.  Gordian  I’s  first  action  as  Emperor  was  to  make  his  son,  of  the 
same  name,  co-emperor.  Known  as  Gordian  II,  he  is  the  man  whose  portrait  appears 
on  our  cover  coin.  He  is  shown  in  middle  age,  with  baldness  extending  towards  his 
laurel-wreath,  but  handsome  all  the  same. 

The  two  Emperors,  father  and  son,  set  up  court  at  Carthage  and  a  deputation  set  out 
for  Rome  hoping  for  official  recognition  from  the  Senate.  Almost  at  once,  Gordian  II 
was  sent  to  intercept  the  invading  troops  of  the  Numidian  commander  Capellianus 
who  remained  loyal  to  Maximinus.  He  was  defeated  and  died  on  the  battlefield.  On 
hearing  the  news  in  Carthage,  his  elderly  father  took  his  own  life.  Their  joint  reign 
therefore  ended  on  the  12th.  April,  a  mere  twenty-two  days  after  it  had  begun. 
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News  reached  the  Senators  and  the  people  of  Rome  about  the  22nd  of  April,  when 
the  city,  having  backed  the  revolt,  flew  into  panic.  Maximinus  was  heard  to  be  paying 
his  troops  huge  donatives  to  whet  their  appetites  for  the  forthcoming  march  on  Italy. 
Instead  of  bringing  a  new  future  it  looked  as  though  the  revolt  would  only  bring 
destruction  and  disaster. 

An  interesting  question  to  consider  at  this  stage  is  that  of  exactly  when  the  coinage 
of  the  Gordiani  was  struck.  If  we  consider  that  news  of  the  revolt  did  not  reach  Rome 
until  April  238  and  that  the  changeover  at  the  mint,  allowing  for  die-engraving,  could 
hardly  have  been  instantaneous,  it  is  quite  possible  that  the  entire  coinage  of  the 
Gordiani  was  produced  after  their  deaths.  The  fact  that  the  range  of  denominations  is 
incomplete,  (in  bronze,  only  sestertii  exist  and  only  one  gold  aureus  is  known)  seems 
to  point  to  a  mint  hurrying  into  production  on  hearing  the  news.  Other  factors, 
however,  do  not. 

The  fabric  of  the  coinage  is  at  least  as  good  as  that  of  Maximinus.  So  is  the  quality  of 
die-engraving;  indeed,  our  own  example  is  well-centered  and  of  fine  style, — hardly  a 
botched-up  emergency  issue.  It  is  interesting  to  compare  this  tine  coinage  with  that  of 
Nerva  who,  having  assumed  the  Purple  following  the  murder  of  Domitian  in  A.D.  96, 
reigned  for  almost  two  years  without  ever  achieving  the  same  quality  of  mint 
production.  Factors  like  this  have  lead  R.A.G.  Carson  in  the  British  Museum 
Catalogue  to  suggest  that  the  coinage  of  the  Gordiani  may  have  been  planned  in 
advance.1  We  know  Maximinus  must  have  been  extremely  unpopular  in  Rome  by  the 
winter  of  237/238  A.D.  Is  it  not  possible  that  the  African  revolt  might  have  been 
backed,  possibly  even  hatched,  by  Senators  in  Rome?  If  that  was  the  case,  dies  for  the 
new  coinage  might  have  been  prepared  well  in  advance  to  ensure  a  smooth  changeover 
between  administrations.  Certainly  the  types  of  the  coins  appear  to  have  been 
coherently  thought  through.  The  military  allusions  of  Maximinus  were  abandoned  and 
the  benefits  of  peace  stressed.  The  case  was  put  forward  for  the  sort  of  cooperative 
government  of  Emperors  and  Senate  it  was  hoped  the  Gordiani  would  bring. 

Our  cover  coin  shows  the  type  ROMAE  AETERNITAS  with  the  personification  of 
the  city  sitting  in  stoic  contemplation.  R.I.C.  describes  this  as  an  allusion  to  the 
‘imperishable  tradition  of  constitutionalism  at  Rome'.2  Constitutionalism,  to  the 
Senate,  meant  a  government  in  which  they  were  chief  advisors  to  the  Emperor  and  the 
claims  of  the  army  were  kept  in  the  background. 

ROMA  AETERNITAS  had  been  a  common  type  under  Severus  Alexander,  who 
had  ruled  largely  in  cooperation  with  the  Senate.  However,  hardly  had  the  new 
coinage  begun  to  be  distributed,  when  news  came  that  the  Gordiani  were  dead,  and  it 
is  most  unlikely  that  either  of  them  ever  saw  or  handled  one  of  their  own  coins,  as  we 
are  able  to  do  nearly  two  thousand  years  later. 

The  episode  of  the  revolt  has  an  important  and  ironic  coda.  The  Senate  and  people 
of  Rome  were  in  a  state  of  panic  as  Maximinus  massed  his  armies  for  the  invasion  of 
Italy.  The  Senate  managed  to  appoint  two  of  its  own  members,  Decimus  Caelius 
Balbinus  and  M.  Clodius  Pupienus  Maximus  as  co-emperors  and  charge  them  with  the 
defence  of  the  peninsular.  Pupienus,  a  man  of  considerable  military  experience, 
travelled  Italy  organising  the  board  of  twenty  generals.  Balbinus  remained  at  Rome  to 
oversee  the  domestic  administration,  but  irritated  the  populace  so  much  with  his  strict 
and  moralistic  approach  to  government  that  the  two  Emperors  were  advised  to  adopt 
the  thirteen  year  old  grandson  of  Gordian  I  (nephew  of  Gordian  II)  as  Caesar.  This,  it 
was  thought,  would  improve  their  popularity.  It  seems  that  despite  their  disastrous 
defeat  in  Africa,  the  names  of  the  Gordiani  had  already  acquired  some  weight  as  a 
mystical  answer  to  the  people’s  problems. 

Meanwhile,  Maximinus,  whose  army  was  held  up  at  Aquiliea  was  murdered  by  his 
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own  frustrated  troops.  This  should  have  given  Balbinus  and  Pupienus  a  chance  to 
consolidate  their  position,  but  they  found  it  impossible  to  do  so  without  adequate 
support  from  the  military,  who  were  no  doubt  demanding  fresh  campaigns  and 
donatives. 

Eventually,  the  Praetorian  guard  murdered  the  two  Emperors  and  the  young 
Caesar,  M.  Antonius  Gordianus,  assumed  the  Purple  as  Gordian  III.  He  kept  for  six 
years,  propped  up  in  power  by  the  armed  forces,  an  ironic  end  to  an  episode  planned 
by  his  grandfather  and  uncle  to  free  the  Roman  state  from  military  rule.

THE  B.P.  MEDALLION

To  those  collectors  of  crown  size  medals  the  following  piece  might  be  of  interest.  The 
crown  piece  was  commissioned  by  the  British  Petroleum  Co.  Ltd.,  in  1977  to 
commemorate  the  Queen’s  Silver  Jubilee  and  was  issued  to  all  its  United  Kingdom 
employees  and  their  young  children. 

The  medal  was  housed  in  a  plastic  case  which  in  turn  was  contained  in  a  presentation 
envelope  having  on  the  outside,  in  mauve  lettering,  the  Jubilee  details  and  a  signature 
of  the  then  Chairman,  David  Steel.  All  these  envelopes  were  numbered  on  the  top  left 
hand  corner  and  at  the  bottom  the  date,  7th  June  1977. 

On  the  obverse  the  profile  head  of  the  Queen  is  shown  wearing  the  Coronation 
Crown  and  around  the  bust  the  words  ‘SILVER  JUBILEE.  ELIZABETH  II  1977'. 
Under  the  bust  the  initials  PM  (Pobjoy  Mint)  are  to  be  seen  and  the  rim  has  a  toothed 
border.  The  reverse  has  the  words  ‘Silver  Jubilee  1977'  and  the  BP  shield,  but  the 
toothed  border  is  not  retained  on  the  reverse,  although  the  edge  is  grained  as  on  a 
normal  crown  piece. 

There  were  87,500  medals  struck  by  the  Pobjoy  Mint  and  all  but  a  few  have  been 
issued.  Some  were  mounted  in  silver  on  silver  chains  for  company  ‘give-aways’.  No 
medals  were  struck  in  gold  or  silver  and  the  metal  composition  for  the  whole  issue  was 
in  cupro  nickel.  The  medals  all  had  the  same  design;  on  the  obverse  the  Jubilee  bust 
which  was  instituted  for  this  occasion,  and  used  on  every  medal  since,  and  the  reverse 
was  designed  by  Jeffrey  Mathews.  Once  the  striking  had  ceased  the  dies  were 
destroyed. 
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Looking  at  the  obverse  of  the  medal  it  certainly  has  every  appearance  of  a  majestic 
crown  piece  and  could  possibly  be  a  unique  example  of  a  commercial  company,  other 
than  a  Commonwealth  country  or  private  mint,  issuing  an  official-looking  crown.  To 
date  ( 1986)  no  further  commemorate  crown  pieces,  having  the  monarch’s  effigy,  have 
been  issued  by  BP.

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Two  papers  on  this  hoard  (see  SCMB  April  1986  pp.  88-90)  were  presented  at  the 
10th  International  Numismatic  Congress  in  London  (September  8-12,  1986).  The  first 
by  Dr  C.  Morrisson  and  Dr  J.  N.  Barrandon,  La  trouvaille  de  monnaies  d'argent 
byzantines  de  Rome,  Vlle-VIIIe  siecles:  analyses  et  chronologic’,  dealt  with  neutron 
analyses  and  proposed  a  different  chronological  interpretation  based  on  these 
analyses;  the  second  paper  by  M.  D.  O’Hara  dealt  with  additional  material  in  this 
series  and  commented  on  certain  points  of  chronology.  Both  papers  will  be  published 
in  due  course  in  the  Proceedings. 

However,  a  rather  ‘sensational’  report  appeared  in  The  Daily  Telegraph  on  Friday, 
12  September.  This  referred,  in  a  ‘popular’  manner,  to  an  aspect  of  the  second  paper 
presented  at  the  10th  INC,  where  it  was  suggested  that  one  issue  (O’Hara,  SNR  1985, 
7-fig.  2)  in  the  papal  series’,  on  which  the  observe  bust  is  depicted  in  military  garb 
(cuirass  and  paludamentum — most  unusual  for  this  period  and  overlooked  in  the  main 
SNR  publication),  and  a  totally  different  portrait  to  that  which  usually  represented  the 
ruling  emperor  (fig.  1,  Constans  II  641-668),  could  be  placed  at  the  time  of  the 
rebellion  of  the  Military  Exarch  Olympius  in  AD  65 1-652.  If  this  issue  is  considered  to 
have  been  struck  by  a  separate  papal  mint,  or  at  least  issued  under  the  control  or 
authority  of  the  Pope,  then  the  historical  implications,  particularly  regarding  the 
charges  of  ‘treason’  brought  against  Pope  Martin  (649-54)  by  Conrstans  II,  are 
‘interesting’.

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HOOK  REVIEWS 


GEORGE  C.  BOON.  Welsh  Hoards  1979- 
19X1.  CardilT,  1986.  xii  +  126  pp., 

Ili!  x  X'|in.,  52  figures  in  text  (including  maps, 
plans,  views,  tables  and  coins),  cloth  £28 

This  book  deals  principally  with  four  hoards  of 
coins,  one  of  which  consists  of  only  four  coins, 
but  it  is  far  from  being  an  inconsiderable  con¬ 
tribution  to  British  numismatic  literature.  Its 
sub-title,  ‘The  Coinage  of  Cnut  in  Wales:  The 
Coinage  of  the  Empress  Maud:  The  Earliest 
Portrait  Esterlings:  with  an  Appendix  of  other 
Hoards  from  Viking  Times  to  the  Dissolution 
of  the  Monasteries’,  gives  some  idea  of  its 
range  of  content.  In  publishing  these  four 
hoards  the  author  has  taken  the  opportunity  to 
gather  together  material  which  demonstrates 
the  importance  of  the  numismatic  holdings  of 
the  National  Museum  of  Wales  and  he  sets  this 
out  m  a  manner  which  does  much  to  illuminate 
the  history  of  the  Principality. 

The  two  Cnut  hoards  from  Bryn  Maelgwyn 
and  Pant-yr-eglwys,  both  on  the  Creuddyn 
peninsular  near  Llandudno,  provide  new  data 
for  the  circulation  of  coin  in  regions  bordering 
the  Irish  Sea  in  the  second  quarter  of  the 
eleventh  century.  The  preponderance  of 
Chester  mint  Quatrefoil  coins  in  both  hoards  is 
not  surprising,  but  the  presence  of  two 
Hiberno-Norse  Quatrefoil  pennies  amongst 
the  Bryn  Maelgwyn  coins,  one  in  the  name  of 
Cnut  and  the  other  citing  ‘Siteric  rex  IrunV,  is 
particularly  interesting,  especially  as  the  latter 
appears  to  be  from  dies  cut  at  Chester.  The 
two  new  hoards,  considered  together  with  the 
ill-recorded  Drwsdangoed  hoard  from  the 
Lleyn  peninsular  and  stray  finds  of  Quatrefoil 
coins  from  Carnarvon  and  Meols,  suggest  a 
substantial  commercial  traffic  westward  from 
Chester  along  the  North  Wales  coast,  though 
the  relatively  few  Cnut  finds  from  Dublin  itself 
demonstrates  the  temporary  eclipse  of  the 
political  power  of  the  Dublin  Qstmen  as  well 
as  the  breakdown  of  their  trade  relations  with 
north-west  England.  The  extent  of  Norse 
settlement  in  Wales  has  been  much  disputed 
and  the  new  hoards  do  not  exactly  answer  that 
problem.  Following  the  death  of  Llvwelin  ap 
Seisyll  in  1023  were  Norse  traders  from 
Chester  able  to  establish  trading  posts  along 
the  Welsh  coast?  The  author  suggests  that 
perhaps  the  Welsh  may  have  acquired  silver 
coin  as  bullion  for  working  into  jewellery. 


The  second  and  most  important  section  of 
the  book  is  that  dealing  with  the  truly 
sensational  hoard  of  the  Empress  Matilda's 
Cardiff  pennies  and  other  coins  found  in  1980 
at  Coed-y-Wenallt,  the  park  on  the  northern 
outskirts  of  Cardiff.  This  find,  besides  contain¬ 
ing  Bristol  and  Cardiff  pennies  of  Stephen,  has 
trebled  the  number  of  Matilda's  coins,  has 
produced  coins  of  a  new  mint  (Swansea)  in  the 
names  both  of  King  Stephen  (Stiefne  Reis)  and 
of  Henry  de  Neubourg  lord  of  Gower  ( Henrici 
ile  Novob ),  and  has  also  brought  to  light  a 
previously  unknown  baronial  coin  of  Cardiff 
style,  possibly  citing  a  ‘John'  (.  .  .  un.Iohu). 

The  author  has  given  an  excellent  historical 
background  for  the  Norman  lordship  of  Gla¬ 
morgan  and  the  neighbouring  lesser  baronies; 
the  identification  of  the  Henry  de  Neubourg 
coins  must  surely  be  unassailable.  His  discus¬ 
sion  of  the  numismatic  problems  relating  to  the 
hoard  are  stimulating  and,  in  places,  may  be 
considered  controversial.  For  instance,  it  is  not 
clear  why  all  the  Cardiff  coins  in  Stephen’s 
name  necessarily  should  have  preceded  the 
arrival  of  the  Empress  in  Bristol  in  1139.  for 
Stephen  was  then  still  the  anointed  king  and 
the  contest  between  the  houses  of  Blois  and 
Anjou  principally  centred  on  the  succession. 
The  situation  was  dramatically  changed  in 
1141  with  Stephen’s  defeat  and  capture  at 
Lincoln  —  force  of  arms  had  then  procured  a 
de  facto  vacant  throne.  Though  Boon  suggests 
that  Robert  Seaman's  reasoning  for  a  late  date 
for  the  termination  of  Stephen's  first  type  is 
flawed,  this  is  not  conclusively  proved.  The 
author  states  (p.50).  By  1 141,  the  type  (Type 
I)  had  long  outlasted  the  Norman  currency- 
period  of  three  years  (on  average)  for  the 
Norman  kings,  and  the  chaos  into  which  civil 
war  had  thrown  the  centralized  system  of  die- 
issue  is  sufficient  explanation  of  its  endurance 
even  so  long'.  In  fact,  the  logic  of  the  reason¬ 
ing  set  out  by  I  D.  Gomm,  in  Henry  I  Chro¬ 
nology:  the  case  for  reappraisal’  (Seaby  Bulle¬ 
tin,  April  1985,  pp.  105-7,  and  letter.  Nov. 
1985,  p.365),  regarding  the  ninety  or  so 
moneyers  who  disappear  after  minting  I  lenry's 
type  XIV  must  lead  to  serious  consideration  of 
a  possible  ten  year  period  of  issue  for  Henry's 
last  type,  type  XV.  Even  though  Stephen  pen¬ 
nies  of  Bristol  are  known  with  the  obverse 
inscription  reduced  to  STIEFNE,  it  does  not 
follow  that  these  must  have  been  issued  before 
1141.  Though  the  court  of  the  Empress  is 
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known  to  have  been  based  in  Bristol  in  1139 
and  the  early  1140’s,  practically  nothing  is 
known  of  her  place  of  residence  during  her  last 
few'  years  in  Britain.  She  may  well  have  moved 
between  Bristol,  Gloucester,  Cardiff  and  other 
places  in  the  West  Country  after  Stephen's 
forces  broke  through  to  the  Severn  valley  in 
1 146  but,  in  any  event,  STIEFNE  coins  could 
well  have  been  minted  in  Bristol  early  in  1148 
after  the  Empress  had  sailed  for  Normandy. 
The  author  cites  the  change  in  the  mint  signa¬ 
ture  at  Lincoln  from  NICOL  to  LINCOL  in 
support  of  an  early  date  for  the  STIEFNE 
obverses,  implying  that  the  Lincoln  PERERIC 
pennies  also  have  the  Lincol  signature  but,  in 
fact,  these  latter  clearly  have  the  earlier 
‘NICO:'  form  ( vide  BMC. 233  and  Mossop, 
pi. 86,26  and  87,13). 

Seaman's  dating  of  the  termination  of 
Stephen’s  first  type  to  the  end  of  the  1 140’s  is 
supported  by  the  recent  dating  of  most  of  the 
defaced  coins  to  the  period  of  the  Interdict  of 
1148;  by  the  late  Type  1  ‘rosette'  variants  of 
the  Cricklade  mint  which  must  surely  post-date 
the  surrender  of  Cricklade  castle  by  Philip  of 
Gloucester  in  1146;  by  the  Sussex  ‘star' 
variants;  by  the  absence  of  STIEFNE  RE 
obverses  at  the  Winchester  mint,  most  prob¬ 
ably  resulting  from  the  devastation  caused  by 
the  siege  of  1141;  and  also  by  the  type  of  the 
Gloucester  mint  penny  of  Henry  of  Anjou  of 
the  moneyer  Radewulf  (Raulf)  who  copied  the 
obverse  of  a  Type  1  ‘rosette’  variant  and  a 
reverse  of  the  Hampshire  SANSON:ONANT 
pennies,  two  types  likely  to  have  been  circulat¬ 
ing  in  southern  England  in  1149. 

However,  notwithstanding  any  difference  of 
opinion  on  the  length  of  issue  of  Stephen’s  first 
type,  the  author’s  proposition  that  Matilda's 
Type  B,  the  Cross  on  Saltire  Fleuiy  type, 
superseded  her  Type  A,  the  Cross  Moline 
type,  about  1141  may  well  be  correct.  This 
Type  B,  of  which  there  were  thirty-one  in  the 
name  of  Matilda,  five  of  Henry  de  Neubourg 
and  two  of  ‘John’,  was  previously  only  known 
from  a  cut  half-penny  (Mack  219)  of  uncertain 
mint  in  the  collection  of  the  late  Mr.  N.C. 
Ballingal.  This  last  coin  closely  copies  obverses 
of  metropolitan  style  but  it  may  have  been 
issued  in  the  name  of  Matilda  as  the  obverse 
legend  appears  to  end  .  .  .  AI  (not  .  .  .  RE,  as 
suggested  by  Mack).  As  the  moneyer’s  name 
ends  .  .  .  RT  it  is  tempting  to  tentatively  sug¬ 
gest  one  of  the  Gloucester  moneyers,  Gillebert 
The  fact  that  so  few  of  Matilda's  Cardiff  coins 
have  been  found  in  English  hoards  is  no  doubt 
due  to  their  light  weight,  on  average  only  two- 


thirds  the  weight  of  Stephen's  English  pennies 
of  substantive  types.  The  new  types  brought  to 
light  by  the  Wenallt  hoard  serve  to  emphasize 
that  our  knowledge  of  the  coinage  of  the  per¬ 
iod  1 139-53  is  still  far  from  complete,  and  this 
is  particularly  so  as  regards  the  south-west,  the 
west  Midlands  and  northern  England  from  the 
late  1140's. 

The  fourth  hoard  to  be  dealt  with  is  an 
Edwardian  hoard  from  Cae  Castell,  Rumney, 
on  the  eastern  outskirts  of  Cardiff.  Amongst 
the  sixty-four  coins,  the  latest  being  pennies  ot 
class  IVe  of  Edward  I  (struck  c.  1288-9),  were 
six  pennies  of  Alexander  111  of  Scotland  and 
two  continental  esterlings.  These  last,  of  Duke 
John  1  of  Brabant  (1261-94),  are  ‘ rosarii ' 
imitating  Edward's  pence  but  with  a  chaplet  of 
roses  instead  of  a  crown;  they  are  particularly 
interesting  as  this  is  the  earliest  recorded  find 
of  ‘portrait’  esterlings. 

The  photography  throughout  is  excellent 
and  the  line  drawings  are  helpful  in  illustrating 
certain  key  coins.  In  addition  to  the  analysis  of 
the  Cnut  coins  and  Cardiff  pennies  there  is  an 
interesting  report  by  P.T.  Wilthew  on  the 
embrittlement  of  the  Coed-y-Wenallt  coins. 
The  thirty-six  page  appendix  gives  an  account 
of  other  medieval  coins  hoards  in  the  National 
Museum  of  Wales,  with  notes  on  others 
recorded  elsewhere.

Both  these  books  were  published  to  coincide 
with  the  major  numismatic  exhibition  on  show 
at  the  British  Museum  until  26  October  1986 
(see  SCMB  July/August,  pp.  209-10).  To  take 
the  second  and  smaller  offering  first,  it  is 
aimed  at  children  visiting  the  exhibition,  to 
give  them  an  interest  and  to  provide  answers 
for  enquiring  minds.  This  is  no  bad  thin g — 
start  them  young  as  collectors  and  numisma¬ 
tists  and  they  have  acquired  a  hobby  for  life. 
The  booklet  is  delightfully  illustrated  and  writ¬ 
ten  without  talking  down  to  the  child — the 
most  telling  of  its  graphic  illustrations  is  the 
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series  ot  pennies  from  Alfred  to  decimal  with, 
alongside,  coloured  Smarties  and  the  number 
that  one  penny  would  buy  in  1955,  1965,  1975 
and  1985  (a  range  from  19  to  only  2b)  It  is  an 
ideal  gift  or  souvenir  for  any  child  up  to  about 
the  age  of  ten.  How  pleasant  it  is  to  find  a 
museum  publication  that  endeavours  to  inter¬ 
est  children  and  dispel  the  old  hush,  and  don't 
breath  on  the  glass’  image. 

The  major  publication  is  the  splendidly  pro¬ 
duced  catalogue  cum  guide  to  the  exhibition 
that  has  been  compiled  in  such  a  way  that  it 
w  ill  continue  to  be  a  book  of  interest  long  after 
the  exhibition  has  been  dismantled.  A  series  of 
six  chapters:  What  is  money?;  Origins;  Power 
over  money;  The  making  of  money;  Uses  and 
abuses,  and  From  treasure  to  token,  take  us 
through  virtually  every  aspect  of  money/cur¬ 
rency  ranging  from  ancient  Egyptian  tomb 
paintings  up  to  the  latest  in  plastic  money
